3t is i 
not believed he would go to Spalato, 
which is garrisoned by the Jugo-S!avs, 
with the surrounding waters controlled

Since 'that tim'e the influence of this 
society has extended to almost every 
city of irnpprtaiicVin the United States 
and is making its way into nearly ev- 
ery country dC Kufope. 
"The functions' pi the Humane so- 
ciety are peculiarly its own. The fou'n: 
datipn principle :is . t o prevent cruelty 
arid abuse to children, old and' infirm 
people, animals 'anjl fowls of every de- 
scription. "In "practice it is popularly 
accepted that efforts are directed to ad- 
vise, to admonish and to warn, and 
when these fail, the law in nearly ev- 
ery state gives it the power to prose- 
cute the off enderl ; With these princi- 
pl^s in view, it w.ould seem that every 
fair minded citizen, man or woman, 
would be interested, 
co-operate 
and 
support it.

"The Licking Cpunty Humane socie- 
ty is identipal in .its operations, and 
differs only iii its local application; its 
duties and scope are 
essentially the 
same as in most cities of the same size. 
Its force and effectiveness, however, de- 
pends on the spirit of the community, 
and upon the efficiency of the board 
of directors. 
Too often tfie Humane 
society is looked upon as a gathering 
of sentimentally disposed persons lack- 
ing "the quality of .robust individuality.
